VI—DANTE. 


The poet Tennyson and his friend, Edward FitzGerald, 
the translator Omar Khayyam, were one day strolling 
along Regent street, London. They paused shop win- 
dow wherein were displayed side side pictures Dante 
and Goethe. Several minutes absorbed contemplation 
passed silence, then FitzGerald asked himself aloud: 
“What there Dante’s face that missing Goethe’s?” 
Swift flash came Tennyson’s answer: “The Divine!” 

that laconic and searching reply the English poet 
really hit upon what constitutes the Great Florentine’s dis- 
tinction among the major singers the race. Not with- 
out reason has posterity agreed calling Dante’s vision 
divine. Goethe indeed senses the spiritual from afar, but 
his thought the earth, earthly. Shakespeare probes, 
none other seemingly could, the heart life’s mys- 
tery revealed the complex relations life, but 
the borderland the supernatural pauses—in rever- 
ence, perhaps, but impotence well. Homer sings, 
sure, the pagan gods and their interference the 
things men, but supermen merely are the deities that 
hover above the field Troy. Dante alone finds his way 
out the dark forest and wrests for time the secrets 
eternity. Wiser than she knew was that woman who, 
pointing the gaunt and tragic figure the poet 
passed cloudlike along the sun-kissed streets fair 
Verona, whispered awe-stricken tones her gossip: 
“Behold the man who has been hell.” 

From the song the faithless Helen and the fall 
Troy the story Faust, who sought for happiness 
find only forgetfulness self, the great literature 
the world has concerned itself mainly with the vision 
sin. But Dante’s eyes penetrated “behind the veil;” 
Dante’s song rings forth the answer later poet’s 
trembling query: “What hope answer redress?” 
This “voice ten silent centuries” has rendered not his 
own country merely nor his own time, but all the world 
articulate. 

DANTE THE MAN. Solitude and sorrow were the 
grim angels that led Dante the depths and the 
heights the mystery life; suffered few men 
suffer, and suffered alone. Born Florence 1265, 
absorbed—as those days was possible do—the bulk 
human learning, and trained his mind the spacious 
school Catholic philosophy. Politics early interested 
him and his passionate love his native city-state brought 
him dignities his thirty-fifth year and thereafter banish- 
ment. Then began his period wanderings, ended only 
with his death Ravenna 1321, during which learned 
“how salt savor hath the bread others, and how hard 
path climb and descend the stranger’s stairs.” 
man grief-stricken and alone ever appears, whether 
seek him the pages Villani and Boccaccio the 
portrait attributed Giotto his own sublime account 
his passing through the triple world beyond the grave. 

But sorrow and solitude were his attending spirits, the 
secret his greatness was his surpassing love. man 
deep and unaffected piety, knew the meaning charity 
divine and had tasted the water heavenly prayer. 
patriot who gave his city the uttermost proofs his de- 
votion, loved his Florence with ali consuming ardor. 
And that his love might well-rounded and beautifully 
human, there came him his tender boyhood the 
vision Beatrice—the little girl whose path life but 
rarely crossed his own, but who became for him the quint- 
essence all feminine charm and perfection and whose 
regard remained all his life the embodiment the 
chivalrous Christian knight. well that human love, 
which too often falls short even human ideals, should 


know this strong and stainless attachment; well 
that literature, which too often depicts the lover crouched 
before the throne pagan Venus, should record the vision 
Dante met Beatrice the summit the Purgatorial 
and her conducted through the realms the 
blessed. 

SOME TRAITS THE “DIVINA COMMEDIA.” 
The purpose these comments indicate some points 
view from which literary study Dante’s master- 
piece may undertaken and furnish few hints for dis- 
cussion, readings and research. 


The Poem Shows the Scope Literature. this 
respect the “Divine Comedy” the greatest book the 
world. Dante does not confine himself life—he passes 
into the life beyond. His supreme interest the 
human soul. Unlike Persian poet, stops not the 
door which Omar found key; faith his open 
sesame into the world beyond the tomb. Dante draws 
upon every branch learning—philosophy, science, his- 
tory, poetry, theology—for light the tremendous prob- 
lem man’s life and destiny. And employs, too, every 
form literary expression—sublimity, grotesqueness, 
pathos, satire, vision, even humor—where best suits his 
purpose and his theme. His massive canvas includes draw- 
ings all manner sinners and saints, all types 
human life. 


The “Commedia” Human Document. Despite 
its deep spiritual significance and its spiritual setting, the 
“Divine Comedy” song neither angels nor 
demons, but men. Its human element insistent. 
human being, still the flesh, that Dante makes 
his journey through Hell, Purgatory and Paradise. What 
sees the world beyond sees with his human eyes. 
During most his sojourn the abode spirits has 
the poet Virgil for his guide; and even Paradise his feet 
are led, not angel, but Beatrice. Hell sees 
men like unto himself suffering the consequences their 
human sin; Purgatory sees other men like unto him- 
self purging themselves their human imperfections; 
Paradise sees yet other men like unto himself, their 
human nature perfected but not destroyed, enjoying the 
reward virtue practiced while earth. 

“He saw through life and death, through good and ill, 

saw through his own soul.” 


Some writers—never the first class—adopt negative 
attitude toward life; they are sceptics pessimists 
both. Such was Omar Khayyam; such was Leopardi. 
Other writers—and into this class fall all the truly great 
writers the world—adopt positive attitude toward 
life. These are the constructive forces literature. They 
may sing, does Homer, glories the past, and then 
their songs are bugle calls bouyant action here and now. 
They may depict, does Shakespeare, the struggles the 
individual against environment and fate, but they fail not 
demonstrate the ultimate power the individual 
make mar his destiny. They may confine themselves, 
does Browning, minute analyses human character, 
and with Browning’s Pippa they sing, “God’s His 
heaven; all’s right with the world.” Dante takes his place 


very high place—among the constructive 


writers. Had given the “Inferno” alone, there might, 
indeed, some for doubting his positive attitude 
toward life—at least his work would incomplete, even 
“In Memoriam” incomplete. But his “Paradiso” 
the sublimest song optimism—in the best sense the 
word—that the world knows; and his “Purgatorio,” which 
most modern critics agree the finest part the trilogy, 
pictures men—and man—striving ever upward along the 
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steep Purgatorial Mountain. For Dante preeminently 
believer—by far the strongest, most vital believer the 
goodly world letters. 

The “Commedia” Poem Truth. The spirit 
literature the spirit truth. The test infallible 
book its fidelity life. The world authors possess the 
bravery, the sincerity, the directness, the massive sim- 
plicity requisite for telling the truth about human nature. 
The light inspiration but the white light truth. 
Now Dante was man unerring vision and uncom- 
promising bravery; not without justification his boast 
that was “timid friend truth.” loved justice 
and hated iniquity and therefore died exile. There- 
fore suffered and therefore was solitary; but there- 
fore likewise great. 

The “Commedia” Catholic Poem. says 
Carlyle, his essay “The Hero Poet,” one the 
supreme pieces impassioned English prose, “Dante 
the spokesman the Middle Ages; the Thought they lived 
stands here, everlasting music.” That thought 
Catholic thought; and hence that the “Divine Comedy” 
hewn from the rock Catholic life and faith. Dante 
is, Dr. Turner styles him, poet among philosophers, 
Catholic poet among Catholic philosophers. Without 
Catholicism the great work could never 
wrought; and without Catholicism can never read 
aright. Dante critics grow convincing proportion 
they look through Catholic eyes. The best Dante critics 
should Catholic critics. Let the reader approach the 
“Commedia” Sir Launcelot approached the castle the 
Holy Grail, and unless bears upon his forehead the sign 
Catholic faith the lions will tear him piecemeal. Does 
the reader study the poem from the viewpoint history? 
Then must Catholic history. Does search out its 
philosophical bearings? Then must appreciate Catholic 
philosophy. Does seek discover its symbolism? 
will find thoroughly Catholic symbolism. 
fine, rather understatement than otherwise assert 
that the Catholic schoolboy, familiar with the terminology 
the little catechism and accustomed the practices 
Catholic life, better prepared for study the “Divine 
Comedy” than the mature and seasoned reader who 
knows little nothing the Catholic spirit. 
deservedly popular figure, the masterpiece the master 
Catholic poet like cathedral window; its beauty may 
adequately appreciated only him who stands within. 

Other Characteristics. The “Divine Comedy” repre- 
sents the romantic opposed the clas- 
sical tendency literature. Dante wrote, 
not the learned Latin tongue, but the Tuscan dialect; 
deliberately violated several rules poetical composi- 
tion; intensely subjective; distinguished re- 
ligious and patriotic fervor; his interest the future 
rather than the present. 

The poem, despite its vast scope, distinguished for its 
brevity and conciseness detail: word often does serv- 
ice for phrase, phrase for sentence. This especially 
applicable descriptions persons. Sometimes one ad- 
jectice suffices suggest characterization. 

contrast with Milton, Dante remarkably direct and 
definite his descriptions. There nothing vague, nebu- 
lous, indistinct. Witness his pictures the circles 
terraces the Purgatorial Mountain and the “Paradiso” 
the Rose the Blessed. 

The obscurity with which Dante charged some 
respects like the alleged obscurity Browning. Both 
poets think fast and leap, say, from peak peak 
thought; not surprising that their readers occasionally 
flounder the valleys. And again—and this especially 
true Dante—the references and allusions historical 
personages and events inevitably confuse the reader who 
has not brought wide range knowledge his reading 
the poems. 

METHOD CLASS PRESENTATION. was 
Bacon, think, who formulated important principle 
study and teaching when said that piece art must 
first understood whole. realization this 
pregnant truth will lead the teacher espouse the con- 
centric method study and teaching. This will make pos- 
sible fruitful study Dante even the grades. the 
beginning, least, textbook needed. Let the teacher 
tell the absorbing story Dante’s life, and Dante’s life 
will naturally lead Dante’s vision. Next, the teacher 
gives the class general idea the structure the poem 


process which easy and fruitful, since the pupils 
already have some knowledge Catholic faith and teach- 
ing. Then will come bits description gathered judicious- 
from the “Commedia.” more than this were done, 
the pupils, even the very young pupils, would know some- 
thing the masterpiece Dante; all events the great 
Florentine would them more than name. 

But more can done, particularly classes where the 
pupils are more mature. Dante can made tell his 
own story; selected passages from English translation 
the “Commedia” may read aloud the teacher and 
made the basis class discussion and comment. Other 
passages may assigned suggested the students for 
individual readings and reports. And then, need for 
lifetime, the great poem may harrowed and cross- 
harrowed indefinitely, each time for some special view- 
point, with some definite aim mind. Then there the 
fascinating task running down references and allusions, 
discussing variant readings, comparing the “Com- 
media” with other poems previously read. The concentric 
method consists merely studying the poem ever 
widening circles. Its success depends fidelity two 
rules: Let the poem studied over and over, whole 
orin part. Maintain interest bringing into every les- 
son something new the way suggestion, analysis, 
comment point view.

Friends Catholic education will glad learn the 
excellent showing made pupils our institutions 
learning recent contests with public school scholars. 
The following instance makes interesting reading: 

Struggling through bewildering maze words gain 
the championship Brooklyn and Long Island, sixty-one 
girls and forty-three boys, the topmost spellers their 
respective schools, took part monster spelling bee, 
held January 23, under the auspices the Brooklyn 
Daily Eagle the Academy Music, Brooklyn. 

was the final contest for absolute supremacy among 
more than 50,000 pupils the public and parochial schools 
that vicinity. 13-year-old boy, product paro- 
chial school, outspelled the other aspirants, and was pre- 
sented with the gold medal awarded Brooklyn’s lead- 
ing daily newspaper. Ambrose Delaney, Sterling 
place, who being educated St. Augustine’s school, was 
declared the winner the judges and lauded genuine 
young hero the 3,000 persons who crowded the opera 
house. 

Delaney was one three survivors hurricane finish 
the highly exciting contest. He, Eugene O’Reilly, 
Sands street, another parochial school student, who at- 
tends St. James’ Pro-Cathedral school, and Gluzela Green- 
berg, years old, Grade 8B, public school No. had 
survived the terrifying list words that had vexed the 
bright young minds 101 other contestants.

Last month municipal court jury, without leaving the 
jury box, decided that Andrew Strang, instructor 
the Northwest Grammar school, Philadelphia, was just- 
fied taking ver bad boy his class into the basement, 
and there, while the youngster was held the janitor, 
flogging him with rattan whip. 

most cases, the courts and public opinion are against 
the infliction corporal punishment school children 
teachers, though known that this sometimes ef- 
fective method helping make good man out 
bad boy. 

However, the opinion seems prevail that such course 
brutalizes school children, makes them surly, revengful, 
and morose, just does adult prisoners who are whip- 
ped our penal institutions, and not tolerated. 

The fact that the parents this boy, lad years, 
brought the matter into court, even knowing that the usual 
methods subduing him through suspensions, repirmands, 
and other forms punishment the command the 
school had proven unavailing, shows clearly that there 
violent opposition giving the teachers full sway the 
matter. 

And the case went the court despite the fact that the 
principal the school had the written consent the 
mother use corporal punishment her boy. 

Judge. Mellen, his charge the jury, was Solomonic 
his wisdom. well give his remarks careful con- 
sideration and thought. said: 

“When send our children the public schools 
give the school quasi parental control over them, and 
should evident all reasonable men that correction 
and punishment refractory boys school necessary 
thing for the discipline the great institution the pub- 
lic schools: 

“You must weigh the punishment inflicted teach- 
upon the boy the apothecary’s scales, and makes 
mistake judgment the extent the beating 
gives the boy, and the punishment not the action 
depraved mind, malicious brutal mind, the protec- 
tion law surrounds the person inflicting the punishment, 
whether teacher parent.” 

hoped that this will establish precedent 
deter bad boys from continuing their perversity, and 
that will never used justify teachers flogging 
pupils without extreme justification—and then better 
for them reconsider, and not so. 

While there are exceptions every rule, giving teachers 
indiscriminately the right inflict corporal punishment 
not necessarily wise proposition. Even parents, 
whom such right must conceded, should exercise 
with rarest care. stroke from lash does not 
actually leave mark, sometimes leaves unhealable scar 
the human soul that time can obliterate. Judge 
Mellen’s instructions the jury are comprehensive, ex- 
plicit, and very much the point. Yet, though not 
question their wosdom, they may lead consequences far 
more important and serious than those involved the 
Philadelphia case.

make frequent aspirations during the day (for example, 
“Sacred Heart Jesus, have mercy me,” “Immaculate 
heart Mary, pray for “My holy angel, protect 
me”); invoke the holy names Jesus and Mary and 
Joseph temptations; examine their conscience 
night and make act perfect contrition; sprinkle 
their bed with holy water, and think God and our 
blessed Mother before falling asleep.

ST. PATRICK, APOSTLE IRELAND. 


St. Patrick, whose feast day celebrated March 17, 
was born about the year 372. His birthplace uncertain. 
his confessions the saint says that was Banaven 
Tabernia. “At Banaven Tabernia father dwelt and 
was taken prisoner there.” Biographers differ concerning 
the location Banaven. The honor claimed for Dum- 
barton Scotland, Boulogne France, and Whitehaven 
England. race, Patrick was Gallo-Roman. His 
father was Calphurnius, Roman officer. His mother was 
Concessa, relative Saint Martin Tours. Even his 
baptism was foreshadowed that the destiny the child 
was ordinary one. The priest, aged and blind, could not 
find water for the sacrament. took the infant’s hand 
his own and made with the sign the cross the 
ground. Immediately spring bubbled forth. After the 
ceremony the priest bathed his eyes water from this 
miraculous source and regained his sight. 

the age the saint was taken captive pirates 
and sold slave Milcho, chief northern Ireland. 
There remained six years tending his master’s herds. 
his confession thus describes his life: “After had 
come Ireland, was daily tending sheep, and many 
times the day prayed, and more and more the love 
God and His was stirred that a-single day 
have said many hundred prayers and the night 
nearly the same.” 

Such was his daily life from day day until received 
heavenly command quit the country. “Behold, thy 
ship ready, said voice and the saint set forth for the 
coast. After long journey overland found the ship 
awaiting him. The master the vessel, however, refused 
him passage. Patrick had recourse prayer. Divine 
Providence moved the mariner compassion for the poor 
relented and carried the fugitive France. The 
next thirty-eight years were spent penance and prayer 
and study. During that time Saint Patrick resided first 
under his kinsman, Saint Martin, the abbey Mar- 
moutier, after his death with Saint Germanus Auxerre, 
and later the monastery Lerins, near the French city 
Cannes, whence went study the Lateran College 
Rome. 432 the sainted Pope Celestin consecrated 
him Bishop Ireland and sent him forth evangelize 
that land destined called the isle saints. 
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The first landing place the Apostle Ireland was 
Bray. But the people that region had welcome 
for him. sailed north and landed south Boyne 
Meath. There, slept, boy came and strewed flowers 
over him. The youth was Benignus the future Bishop 
Armagh, Patrick’s heir. From Meath wan Down 
and thence Antrim the scene his captivity. Milcho, 
his old master, said have committed suicide before 
the saint could reach him, but his children became Chris- 
tians. 

Easter 433 found St. Patrick Tara, the national 
sanctuary. The Irish were waiting for the sacred fire 
flame forth from Tara’s Hill. But Holy Saturday Saint 
Patrick lit the Paschal fire the hill Slane over against 
Tara. The Druids stormed and demanded the death the 
offender. But the miracles Patrick conquered the 
Druids. The king and his people were converted. was 
here that the Apostle stopped and plucked the three-leaved 
shamrock explain the Trinity. From Tara went 
Leitrim, where destroyed the great idol Crom Cruach 
stretching forth his staff. 

The next seven years were passed Connaught. Thence 
Saint Patrick traveled through Donegal, Tyrone, Antrim, 
and Munster. was Cashel, while preaching the 
men Munster, that pierced the foot the young 
Prince Aengus with his crozier. silence the sufferer 
bore the pain until the end the instruction. When 
asked why had not cried out, replied: thought 
was the rule faith,” answer which the key 
Irish patience and resignation, the first: “Welcomed 
the will God.” After his labors this province Saint 
Patrick returned Ulster. died Saul 493, the 
age 120 years. 

The Apostle Ireland was years age when 
began his work pagan country. his death, although 
had not visited every nook and corner the island, 
was Christian. had accomplished wonderful work 
one achievement alone, his winning people such nat- 
ural loyalty from the Druids. had built over three 
hundred and sixty-five churches, had consecrated many 
bishops, had established schools and convents and had 


held synods. But the greatest all his works had 


laid the foundation national faith unsurpassed 
steadfastness and zeal that any nation. his sons 
begotten Christ could truly said: “Their sound 
hath gone forth into all the earth and their words unto 
the ends the whole world.” 


ST. BONIFACE, APOSTLE GERMANY. 


Many, many years ago England was Catholic country.

After his ordination asked his abbot for permission 
preach the gospel the heathens Friesland. 716 
received permission and sailed for Friesland. But this 
time the cruel King Radbod was war with Charles Mar- 
tel, and Winfred could nothing. Returning England 
the monks chose him abbott place the one who had 
just died. Two years later resigned order become 
missionary. went Rome and obtained permission 
from Pope Gregory preach Germany. then 
preached the gospel Bavaria and Thuringia. But when 
heard that King Radbod had died went Friesland. 
Here converted thousands heathens. St. Wilibrord 
wanted make him bishop. But Winfred his humility 
fled from these honors and began preach Hessia.

When Pope Gregory heard the wonderful success 
Winfred called him Rome. Here was consecrated 
bishop and the same time the Pope gave him the name 
Boniface, which means benefactor. With the Pope’s bless- 
ing returned Germany. Geismar the old Ger- 
mans venerated immense oak tree, which they thought 
sacred the god Thonnar. They called the oak the 
“Thunder Oak.” They thought that Thonnar would kill 
the one who would dare chop this tree. St. Boniface, 
however, cut down the tree and when they saw that re- 
mained unharmed they realized the falsity their belief 
and were converted. St. Boniface built Chapel honor 
St. Peter from the wood cut from the Thunder Oak. 

With the help many. monks and nuns who came over 

from England St. Boniface built many convents and 
monasteries, was then made archbishop Pope 
Gregory, with Mentz his episcopal see. then con- 
secrated many bishops, convened councils and did all 
his power spread and strengthen the Church Ger- 
many. 
his old age he, with the permission the Pope, ap- 
pointed St. Lullus, another Engiish missionary, his suc- 
martyr for his faith. When about seventy-five years old 
went Friesland and there Dockum received 
the crown martyrdom with fifty-two his fellow Chris- 
tians Pentecost Sunday, June 755. 

His body now rests the celebrated monastery 
Fulda. one the greatest treasurers Catholic 
Germany. Many miracles have been wrought his grave, 
which visited hundreds people every year. 

Who can count the blessings which have come over the 
German people through the labors and prayers their 
great St. Boniface! The German people feel very grateful 
their patron saint. They have named many churches 
his honor, and they have missionary society called his 
name. Throughout the world you will find many the 
Sons St. Boniface preaching and teaching the same faith 
their great apostle taught their ancestors twelve hun- 
dred years ago. not your power into 
strange lands help the benighted heathen, you can help 
the work the missionary alms and your 
prayers.

HELPS TEACHING READING 
PRIMARY GRADES 


Miss Grace Gibson, Model School, New York City 
Training School (N. A., 1905). 


“Words, like window-panes, are things look thru, 
not things look at.” Reading the best sense is. 
thought-getting, Hence the 
necessity storing thought material the child’s mind 
and thus laying foundation for reading. Otherwise 
reading may become accurate expressing 
rather than grasping the content the lesson. The 
less conscious the child words, analytic sense,. 
the farther his mind may travel with the person 
object which reads. Thoughts thus secured may 
arouse others, and whole train springs and unfolds, 
the simple lesson untrammeled phonetic drills, 
word-construction lessons, word analysis, etc. These 
things are altogether necessary, but they belong the 
“shop,” and should dealt with distinct time, lest 
the child become conscious the process and miss the 
aim the lesson. 


Reading should the “holiday” when our little fellow 
goes out with his playmates pleasure trip, not 
search vocabulary, but ideas which may come 
him thru the phrase, word sentence. Ability secure 
the idea makes ready reader. Unconscious structure, 
whether word picture combination these, 
gleans the thoughts, and his mind becomes alive with 
them. 


this end drawing—the illustration words, phrases. 
and sentences—becomes inestimable help the be- 
ginner, especially cramped city life, where the child’s 
horizon narrowed the tenements about him.

Very sandy light soil needs abundance or- 
ganic matter, such barnyard manure and street sweep- 
ings.

Let the pupils draw plan the garden paper 
early the year. Discuss often the school and 
secure the advice others the matter. 

Method planning school garden depends 
(a) area land available; (b) number and ages the 
pupils. 

There are three general ways which garden 
may laid out; (a) individual plots, where each child 
has his own garden; (b) dual plots, where two pupils 
work the same plot; (c) community gardens, where 
there are divisions. The garden planted one 
big area and the pupils should have just much inter- 
est one any other part the garden. 

All three methods have much recommend them.

Each teacher should decide which best for her local 
conditions. The individual plot system develops indi- 
viduality. demonstrates clearly which pupils are tak- 
ing good, bad indifferent care their gardens. 
brings out the spirit ownership and responsibility, 
which often determines whether boy will interested 
his work not. 


The size individual plots should not too 
large. Too large plots mean too much work, the re- 
sult untidy condition the garden. 

The educational value school garden mini- 
mum not neat and clean. Individual plots should 
not smaller than 5x10 feet least 4x8 feet. 
there are too many children give each one plot 
this size, adopt the dual communal system. Very 
small individual gardens mean numerous walks, which 
take considerable portion the garden space. 

The dual, two-pupil plot, system valuable 
because eliminates walks, develops competitive spirit 
even more than the individual plot system, enables 
older and younger pupil work together, and the 
placing responsibility the older pupil. Two pu- 
pils from the same home might work the same plot, 
which under some conditions might advisable. 

10. The community garden does away with the many 
small walks and that account, properly managed, 
will allow larger yield from the area. saves con- 
siderable labor plotting out and more likely 
meet with approval from the general public who not 
understand the educational motives behind the move- 
ment. Under skillful teacher splendid opportunity 


offered for developing altruistic spirit co-opera- 
tion. 

When the individual plot system used the fol- 
lowing sizes have been found advisable when two les- 
sons per week are given from one three hours. 

Grades II, 5x10 feet; grades IV, VI, 10x15 
feet; grades VII, VIII, IX, 10x20 feet. The older chil- 
dren can work larger plots than 10x20 feet they at- 
tend oftener than twice week. 

12. staking out garden for the individual plot 
system make the beds oblong shape and have the 
long side running east and west possible, that the 
crops can planted across the narrow way and run 
north and south. 

13. not arrange have flowers and vegetables 
the same plot. Lay out the center portion with in- 
dividual vegetable plots and arrange the flowers long 
borders around the outside. Let the flower borders bear 
the same relation the individual plots the frame 
picture does the picture itself. the plot 
large there should wide central walks, and borders 
flowers along these wide walks would add the 
picture. central flower bed also may desirable. 

14. staking out garden, first determine the boun- 
daries and mark the corners with strong and perma- 
nent stake. Next find the center either side between 
the boundaries and mark this point the same way. 
Always work from the center the outside plotting 
out. 

15. The following materials are necessary for the 
work: Strong garden lines, twine, stakes inches long, 
several large stakes for permanent points inches long, 
tape measure and wooden 

16. Quicker results may secured only few 
older pupils take part the staking out. Accuracy 
measurements should insisted upon and the work 
not perfect should done over again, even 
getting late the spring and past planting time. 
The appearance garden depends very much how 
laid out and planted. 


HOME GARDENS 

The school garden will serve higher educational and 
utility purposes supplemented the home gar- 
den. The home garden may made tremendous in- 
fluence for good. many cases the school garden 
not practicable, especially the average rural school, 
account the long vacation and the absence the 
teacher and pupils from the school. The home garden 
may used for both the school and home purposes. 
fact, good many educators favor the home garden 
plan. According this idea each pupil the school 
encouraged plan home, with the co-operation 
and assistance his parents, some specific phase 
farm activity along the line gardening, poultrying, 
some other feature that especially interests him. This 
assistance parents and, course, the assistance and 
oversight the teacher, eliminates many the dif- 
ficulties otherwise present the teaching agriculture 
the rural schools. 

The home garden gives practically every child op- 
portunity have and own and conduct garden. 
The plan develops individuality the pupil. feels 
greater responsibility the choosing plants will 
grow and the arrangement them. enjoys 
freedom which not possible grant him the school 
garden. This freedom, which way interferes with 
his work, tends make the interest gardening more 
permanent. The home garden also good agency for 
keeping the child home, which produces bond 
sympathy between the parent and the child, due the 
fact that the parent takes interest the work and 
talks about the child.

ASSIGNING THE LESSONS 


The importance the lesson-assignment usually un- 
derestimated teachers. one the big factors 
effective teaching and should made with care. In- 
deed, the teacher reading should come class fully 
prepared make assignment for the next day’s lesson. 
She should take adequate time into detail with 
pupils regard the assignment. better use 
time can made. Mistakes assignment are usually 
haste and unpreparedness the teacher’s part. 
Too often set aside with the words, “Take the next 
two pages,” etc. 

The text-assignment should represent thought-unit— 
natural division the selection. The directions for 
pupils’ preparation should definite. Some things 
pupils can their individual study reading 
lesson, while there are some things they cannot do, 
hence the assignment should specific. “Take the next 
two pages” does not mean much pupils, and when 
children are given nothing they nothing; and 
they make progress accordingly. 

WHAT PREPARATION PUPILS CAN MAKE 

What are some the things pupils can way 
preparing reading lesson?

the teacher, designed stimulate attention, interest, 
observation calling for personal opinion 
preference relative certain word-pictures the text 
under consideration, and certain lines stanzas which 
express beauty melody, fancy, thought. Also 
questions that call out experience which the children 
have had similar those described the selection. 
The pupil has seen the same objects, objects similar 
those which the person the poem saw, and can 
this experience. 


TYPE QUESTIONS 

The following type-questions will serve illustrate: 
What picture does the first line (stanza) make you see? 
What lines give you the picture which you see most 
Which picture you like best? Which line 
you like best?

They are hardly ready for complex tool, for they 
cannot grope their way among large list words 
the dictionary holds, nor can they choose with cer- 
tainty the particular definition that applied the case 
hand. glossary, however, has smaller list 
words and the difficulties involved finding readily the 
work question are greatly minimized. Better still, the 
definition simple and the one that corresponds 
the use the work the context. dictionary which 
defines word giving another, equally unfamiliar 
the pupil, renders service. carefully prepared glos- 
sary furnishes the immediate help that pupils much 
need; the same time establishes the dictionary 
habit and distinct preparation for using the more 
complex tool later period. 


EXPLANATORY AND SUGGESTIVE NOTES 

Similarly, reader classic intended for school use 
should have notes—explanatory and suggestive—without 
which pupils cannot interpret the allusions, idioms, 
other data found the selection. Moreover, few sug- 
gestive questions which will stimulate the imagination 
and lead pupils into habits observation should form 
part the pupils’ help material any school text 
literature.

TEACHERS’ HELPS 

addition the helps for pupils, teachers’ manual 
should accompany every reader classic intended for 
use elementary schools. Such manual should place 
the service the busy teacher, lesson plans, sugges- 
tions for analysis and interpretation the text, and 
data concerning mythological and other allusions for 
which the school has adequate reference sources. 
should furnish necessary historical and biographical 
data, should cite literary references and cross-referen- 
ences for the comparative study selections grouped 
according the criteria theme. The manual should 
gather and arrange orderly fashion helpful data which 
the teacher cannot under the conditions incident 
congested program which requires her teach dozen 
different subjects daily. For teacher make the 
requisite preparation for teaching reading well would 
occupy all her available time for daily preparation, leav- 
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proached single problem, the material has been 
standardized, and manuals with helps accompany the 
texts. Moreover, the high school teacher lays claim 
more adequate training English than has the teacher 
grades below the high school, and has therefore cor- 
respondingly less need for such helps.

The greater part the first grade 
child’s stock words has learned recognize 
sight, very much learn recognize our friends 
their features. necessary, therefore, that the 
words the reading lessons drilled on, over and 
over, order that they become fixed the little minds. 

The word drill, effective, must short and 
snappy, will lag interest. The words must 
difficult enough require some thought. When they 
are learned, new ones can take their place. not 
good plan have too many words the drill. find 
that ten fifteen are plenty for the first grade. 

The teacher must introduce variety the word drill. 
Children, like grownups, only more marked 
tire the same thing over and over again. When they 
tire one device, try another. not continue 
device until gets old. Leave and try new one. 


WORD DEVICES 


shall suggest few effective word devices have 
used the teaching first grade reading. 

Provide yourselves with 6-inch manila cards. 
Write the words, one card, clear, large round 
hand, with brush and color what better, wax 
crayon. There variety devices for using these 
cards, few which shall menticn. 

Hold the pack cards before the children. Have 
them tell the words concert the teacher brings dif- 
ferent cards into view. (The teacher should stand the 
corner the class all the children can see the 
words.) 

Have the children tell words, one for each child, 
the teacher changes the position the cards. 
add variety the drill, have each child stand when 
tells his word and remain standing. When all the class 
standing have each tell his word and sit. 

Flash cards before the class. Tell the children 
stand when certain word, selected the teacher, 
comes into view. Tell them sit when another word 
comes their view. 

Let children dramatize words that are suitable. 
For instance, “clap” the pack. Tell the children 
perform the act when they see the card flashed. 

Lay card, face-side down, each child’s desk. 
Beginning with the child the first seat, have each 
child stand, turn his card over, come the front the 
room, tell his word and run his seat with the card, 
may returned the teacher, she prefers. 
the child fails tell his word, the class may help him. 

Select two children who come before the class. 
Flash cards before them. The child who tells the word 
first receives the card. The one who has the most cards 
wins the race. 

cards the blackboard ledge. the 
children, one time, run and get card, hold be- 
fore the class, tell and run with his seat. When 


each child has card the teacher may call them thus: 
“Bring ‘run,’ ‘pretty,’” etc. 


BLACKBOARD DEVICES

Perhaps studied animals care- 
fully and profoundly Landseer did, we, too, would 
find them traits almost human quality, and should 
longer inclined regard Landseer’s representa- 
tions overdrawn. the other hand, there have 
been great animal painters equal knowledge and 
skill who have represented animals more nearly 
ordinarily think them without making them seem 
human their characteristics. While these artists 


have not always enjoyed the popularity with the people 
that Landseer has, yet they are great their way 
his. Then, too, the question the reason 
animals still debatable one, and very diverse 
opinions are held equally competent and trustworthy 
observers. There opportunity likewise for idealism 
art, and Landseer may justified this ground 
read into his animals more than they actually 
possessed the matter humanity and lovableness.

THE ARTIST’S LIFE 


Sir Edwin Landseer, the most popular animal painter 
the nineteenth century, was born London, March 
1802. very early showed deep love for animals 
and great skill sketching them. was the young- 
est son John Landseer, distinguished engraver, 
whose children inherited his artistic talent. There were 
the immediate family fewer than eight persons 
who attained more less distinction artists: John, 
his brother Henry, and six John’s children, whom 
Edwin became the most famous. John Landseer gave 
his gifted son his first lesson drawing, directing him 
manner that meant constant improvement the 
child’s work and encouragement his best. Some 
the pictures Edwin made between the age five and 
ten were good that his father kept them, and now, 
after hundred years, they may still seen the 
Kensington Museum London. 

With two his brothers the child studied art with 
English painter London, and 1816 entered the 
Royal Academy. this early age fourteen Edwin 
sent pictures several galleries. studied for 
while under the artist Haydon. picture his called 
“Dogs Fighting” (engraved his father) was painted 
when was sixteen, and “The Dogs St. Gothard 
Discovering Traveler the Snow,” also engraved 
his father, appeared two years later. The people 
London became interested his pictures, and im- 
mediately became the most noted painter animals. 
one else could paint dogs Landseer could, and 
his pictures were great demand. was elected 
Associate the Royal Academy the age twen- 
ty-four and received the rand Academician four 
years later. was expressly invited Sir Walter 
Scott (as great lover dogs himself) visit 
Abbotsford, where made himself very popular with 
Sir Walter and his wife sketching their dogs for 
them. 

For fifty years Landseer’s paintings formed the chief 
treasure and attraction the Royal Academy exhibi- 
tions, and engravings from his works had such cir- 
culation England that the sixties there was scarce- 
house which there did not hang one his horses, 
dogs stags. Even the continent was flooded with 
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them. Some his pictures are “Night,” “Morning,” 
“Children the Mist,” “The Return from the 
“Sir Walter Scott and His Dogs,” 
ander and “Dignity and Impudence,” “The 
Sleeping Bloodhound,” “The Connoisseurs,” “The Old 
Shepherd’s Chief Mourner” and Dialogue Water- 
loo,” representing the Duke Wellington explaining 
his daughter-in-law the incidents the great fight 
years after occurred. This is.one the best the 
few figure-pieces painted. was knighted 1850.. 
1855 received Paris one the two large gold 
medals awarded Englishmen. The complete list 
his works very large. sportsman who wandered 
about all day long the open air with gun his 
arm, painted pictures with all the love and joy 
child nature. This accounts for the vivid force 
his work. Perhaps owed large part his 
ing social qualities. died millionaire 1873, 
was buried with the honors public funeral 
Paul’s Cathedral, London. 


THE LIGHTING SCHOOL ROOMS 


School children’s and students’ eyes are often 
damaged poorly lighted rooms.

Sliding slat blinds should not used. They are 
expensive and inefficient. 

Black 
boards absorb much light and should covered 
light curtain dark day and when not use.

When studying the Screech Owl, the student must 
always bear mind the two phases color—red and 
bird one color may mated with bird 
another color, and their young may all one color, 
red gray, the parents may one color 
the young mixed colors.

For this reason they are doubly value the agri- 
culturist, they are his helpers during the entire year. 
Their prey, the mice, are yearly tenants, and the farmer 
who wise will give the Screech Owl his acres 
perpetual free lease. 

HABITS 

Another feature the life history the Screech Owl, 
that makes particularly valuable, that nocturnal 
its habits and hunts for tood night when most 
other birds are rest. thus complements the day 
work the rodent-eating hawks, nature, her wisdom, 
providing continuous check the four-footed vermin 
the ground. While the Screech Owls are nocturnal 
choice, yet they have difficulty seeing the 
daytime, altho they then seem stupid and are not all 
alert and wide-awake, they are after sundown. 

During the daytime they hide holes trees, 
some secluded place the foliage, escape observa- 
tion. Should they discovered they are apt 
mobbed other birds, especially Jays. This fact must 
have been well known the ancients, for Aristotle re- 
corded over three centuries before the Christian Era, 
the following words: “The Noctuae, Cicumae and 
the rest, which cannot see day, obtain their food 
seeking night and yet they not this all night 
long, only eventide and dawn. They hunt, moreover, 
mice, lizards and scorpions, and small beasts the like 
kind. All other birds flock around the Noctua, or, 
men say, admire, and, flying it, buffet it. Wherefore, 
this being its nature, fowlers catch with many and 
different kinds little birds.” 

The Owls are supposed, many superstitious people, 
birds bad omen; this probably arises the case 
the Screetch Owl from its weird, tremulous, shivering, 
wailing, whistling note. the writer there singular 
and fascinating attraction its notes, which are heard 
the dusk early nightfall, especially when its shad- 
owy form noiselessly flitting like huge night- 
flying moth, which can only seen crosses back- 
ground fast-fading western light, the last faint beams 
sun far down below the horizon. 

The homes Owls may often discovered from the 
pellets undigested food, bones, fur, etc., disgorged 
the birds. 

VALUABLE BIRD 

While the life history the Screech Owl family in- 
teresting, yet their economic status the important fact 
which needs wide publicity. All scientific writers and 
students the food habits this species owl join 
pronouncing one the most beneficial and 
least harmful birds. addition the great number 
rodents destroys, eats enormous quantities 
noxious insects. the First Annual Report the 
United States Entomological Commission (1877) 
stated: “The injury, the Rocky Mountains locust, 
the agriculture, and, consequence, the general 
welfare the states and territories west the Missis- 
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sippi, has been great during the years 1873-1876, 
create very general feeling among the people that 
steps should taken Congress, looking mitiga- 
tion evil which had assumed national importance. 
page 119 the report substantiates the above 
statement actual figures, showing that, the four 
corn-growing States Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa and 
Missouri, 1874, the loss locusts was 142,942,800 
bushels, with money value, cents per bushel, 
$40,000,000. examination the stomach contents 
eight Screech Owls, taken that time Nebraska, dis- 
closed the fact that the birds had eaten, just prior 
their capture, 219 locusts and 247 other insects, besides 
two mice. One the Owls had eaten small bird, but 
had also eaten locusts and other insects. 

Mr. George Jones, Fairfield Connecticut, 
says: think the smaller species Owls feed upon 
the cutworm some extent. have found them the 
stomach the common Screech Owl. The fact that 
both the cutworms and the Owls are nocturnal leads 
believe that the Owls, all the birds, are the 
most efficient exterminators this formidable pest, and 
should, this account, receive protection. The farmers 
here are large growers tobacco, and the damage done 
the cutworm the young plants and the labor 
resetting forced upon the growers are almost incalculable. 
believe that our native Owls were plenty some 
other species birds, the ravages this destructive 
worm would much less than present.” 

Dr. Fisher, his report the Screech Owl, 
says: “Their economic relations are the greatest im- 
portance, particularly account the abundance 
the species many the farming districts, and who- 
ever destroys them thru ignorance prejudice should 
severely condemned.” 

his summary the results the examination 
the stomach contents 255 Screech Owls, gives the 
following valuable facts: contained poultry; other 
birds; however, many these were English Sparrows, 
the well known introduced pest; had been eating 
mice; 11, other mammals; 100, insects; had been eat- 
ing assorted diet lizards, fish, spiders, crawfish, 
scorpions, etc., and stomachs were empty. 

This brief outline the life history and economic 
value the Screech Owls presented the farmers, 
fruit growers and school children the country, with 
the hope that will create them desire study and 
protect this very valuable and interesting class birds. 


NESTING HABITS 


Mr. Gilbert Pearson says, referring the nest- 
ing habits this bird: “The Screech Owl can hardly 
taken model housekeeper. Most wild birds 
our country are exceedingly cleanly about their nests, 
but such not always the case with this common little 
Owl. This fact not noticeable every instance, 
there exists much individual variation, just there does 
among human housekeepers, but have frequently ex- 
amined nests that were filthy the extreme. All Owls 
white eggs, as, fact, Woodpeckers, Swifts, and 
many other birds, the eggs which are hidden dark 
places where there need for concealing coloration 
render them inconspicuous when prowling egg-eaters 
are abroad. Nature here seems show marked evi- 
dence economy not wasting any her coloring 
matter. Three five eggs are laid rather early the 
spring, and are jealously guarded their owners. 

“Screech Owls gather nesting material whatever. 
When the time arrives deposit her eggs, the female 
simply goes some hole she has located dead tree 
stub, and takes possession just she finds it. 
nesting excavation dug dead tree Flicker 
suits her purposes admirably. Natural cavities shade 
trees old apple trees also afford tempting nesting 
sites. After the eggs are deposited one the other 
the birds pretty sure home any hour the 
day which you may choose call. bird will sit 


close, and, rule, amount pounding the tree 
will cause fly out, even give you the satisfaction 
seeing its face the entrance hole. 

“Should the intruder rude climb the tree 
and attempt extract the bird from its nest, warn 
him his guard. the first indication real 
danger the Owl very likely turn its back, pre- 
senting its beak and eight exceedingly sharp claws, 
which has hesitancy sinking deep into the ambi- 
tious fingers they reach downward.”

His 
shorthand rapid enough catch and chain paper 
subtleties thought that otherwise might deadened 
the sound dictation drowned ink. Even with 
fair speed the typewriter the president finds the ma- 
chine less valuable aid original composition than 
stenography. Pausing for word, conscious that 
the rattle the keys has ceased, and the staccato re- 
sumption shock the sharp refinements expres- 
sion with which both his speeches and his conversation 
abound.

CATHEDRAL ST. MARK, 
VENICE. 


his “Stones Venice,” the old 
pontiff art, John Ruskin, says that 
“the effect St. Mark’s depends not 
only upon the most delicate sculpture 
every part, but eminently its 
color also, and that the most subtle, 
variable, inexpressible color 
world—the color glass, trans- 
parent alabaster, polished marble, 
and lustrous gold.” 

The first church St. Mark, built 
813, was destroyed fire 976. 
was rebuilt 1071, and secrated 
before the close the eleventh cen- 
tury. 

The edifice Byzantine, with 
Gothic additions the fourteenth 
century, and Renaissance alterations 
the seventeenth century. 1807 


became the cathedral church the. 


Patriarch. 

St. Mark’s built the form 
Greek cross. great dome rises 
over the intersection the lines 
the cross; and over 
other domes arise. The carved work, 
which very profuse, exquisite; 
and the building perfect ex- 
ample the delicately covered arch- 
itecture the East. The structure 
brick, incrusted with richly col- 
ored mosaics. 

The four great bronze horses over 
the central doorway were originally 
upon the Arch Nero, Rome. 
They were sent Constantine 
Constantinople; were 
Venice the thirteenth century; 
were carried spoils Paris five 
centuries later Napoleon, and fin- 
ally, 1815, they were restored 
their present position. 

St. Mark’s campanile which had 
stood guard near the cathedral for 
nine centuries, fell down about five 
years ago, but has since been rebuilt, 
Pope Pius contributing large 
amount the restoration fund. 

St. Mark’s has added interest 
for Catholics that was the ca- 
thedral our present Holy Father 
when was Patriarch Venice. 


CATHEDRAL AMIENS, 
FRANCE. 


This world-famous cathedral sit- 
uated the eastern part Amiens, 
miles from Paris.

VIEWS OCEAN BOTTOM. 


French Scientist Gives Results 


Freak Fish Carry Own Searchlight—Little Phos- 
phorescent Lamps Illumine Blackness 
Floor Sea. 

The marvels Twenty Thousand Leagues Under the 
Sea—that famous fancy submarine adventure—are far 
surpassed reality, has just been shown scien- 
tific into the deepest abysses the Atlantic 
ocean 

Mr. Louis Joubin, famous French scientist, after years 
research, has practically conducted Parisians won- 
der-voyage from continent continent the eternal calm 
that lies three miles deep under the Atlantic bollows. The 
trip, however, was really taken the Oceanographic insti- 
tute Paris—taken means moving pictures and 
lectures what the frigid floor the sea looks like. 

Water Pressure Immense. 

Down there, course, man could possibly go, for 
would crushed flat the terrible pressure the water 
weight 10,000 pounds there would bearing 
every square inch his body. 

But Joubin’s excursion was none the less extra- 
ordinary and has attracted deal attention from Euro- 
pean savants. This scientific lecture summed the very 
latest reseaches the very new science oceaanog- 
raphy. This science has only begun yield fruit, after 
the recent return several deep-sea exploring craft spe- 
cially fitted for dragging and sounding the ocean. has 
revealed new and fascinating realms and strange forms 
life never seen before. 

Starts From France. 

Joubin pretended lead his hearers down into the 
ocean from the coast France. They walked for short 
time the submarine sidewalk, shelf, which extends 
out for few miles around the continents, and only 
some 600 feet below the surface the water. 

Here they were shown films not only fish and plants 
that have long been familiar science—but also made 
astonishing discoveries the way objects appear 
human eye submerged under water. Due the bending 
rays light when they enter the water and the reflec- 
tion rays from the underside the surface back toward 
the bottom, difficult tell the location thehead 
man walking the bottom, and double image 
was produced which was very confusing, the accom- 
panying sketch above shows. 

After crossing the sidewalk, the explorers plunged sud- 
denly into the abyss. Three solid miles black salt 
water rolled over their heads! 

Fish Carry Searchlights. 

The freak fish that inhabit those mysterious reals carry 
their phosphorescent lamps— 
about them illumine the blackness their native sea. 
And the floor the ocean itself lit with pale 
glow sent out the thousands minute animals which 
cling it. 

The ocean floor covered, according Joubin’s find- 
ings, with gray mud, encrusted with the shells uncounted 
millions tiny animals. The temperature the ocean 
depths frigid that the bodies fish that have died 
upper layers the ocean and have fallen the bottom 
not rot, but gradually dissolve, forming gruesome 
slime. This many the eat. They browse 
through the mud with open mouths, taking everything 
they encounter into their stomachs. There the food 
separated from the mud. 

The air they breathe also obtained curious way. 
The waters the ocean near the north pole are naturally 
very cold, and cold water heavy and tends sink. 
sinks, the warmer water from the tropics flows north- 
ward along the surface the sea and takes its place. But 
cold water has tendency absorb oxygen great 
abundance. And this cold water which sinks the 
bottom the ocean heavily charged with oxygen. 
There forms current flowing southward replace 
the surface water the tropics which—in the Gulf stream 
—is drawn northward.
